Strenuous Opposttion  to  the  Abolition
of & Department In the Infirmary
From All  Interested - Benefits It
Confers and Suffering It Relleves.

The fact that a resolution has been pre-
sented to the directors of the New York
E e ard Ear Infirmary to abolish its throat
department has brought ot
chjection from those interested in that
department, They assert that their side
of the case has not been properly stated
by a committee of the directors, headod
by John Harsen Rhoadi s, who the other
day announced that the directors were
considering the abolition of the depart-

ment

The announcement was made by the
committee to the Health Board and the
Board of Eduecation. The prevalence of
trachoma was the main question then
under consideration. Mr. Rhoades said |

that thera were only forty-two cases of
eve diseaso treated at the hospital last
vear, bt that 800 cases have already been
treated in ten months this year. With
this great increase in the number of pa-
tients, he said, the infirmary was having
great trouble, and unless funds were forth-
coming the infirmary would very likely
have to closa up its throat department
No attack was made on the doctors in
charge of the department. Mr. Rhoades,
on the contrary, praised them highly.

Mr. Rhoades's statement has  called
forth a statement to THE SvN from one
who is ably qualified to discuss the affairs
of the throst department. This
went savs that if Mr. Rhoades's resolution
prevalls the infirmary will close its doors
to more than 10,000 patients every veal

BELLEVILLE, N. J., Nov. 3. —A daring

All efforts on the part of the men on the
journey to Newark to appease young Camp-
bell were futile. When the car reached
Btate street he screamed for his father
This alarined the men and they left the car,
abandoning the boy. ‘Tho boy was ques-
tioned by the ruv!n_snm'n§ PASsengers, anong
whom was De Witt Kellinger of Arlington.
When he learned where the boy's home
was, Kellinger took him and started back
for Arlington

In the meantime the boy had been missed
by his parents and the whole neighborhood
was in a flurry of excitement. The Kearney
police were notified and a general alarm
was sent out. When the missing lad was
returned to his home by Kellinger he told
his mother as well as he could of the attempt
to take him away.

The boy's father went to the car house
at Newark last night and got from the con-
ductor a good description of both men
He will try to have them captured.

MOLINEUX WITNESS T0 SWEAR

THAT ANOTHER MAN, NOT HE,
MAILED THE POISON PACKAGE.

she Didn't Offer Her Testimony at the
Hirst Trial Because No Defence Was
Put In and She Thought Mollneux Was
Safe -There's & Male Witness, Too,

Roland B, Malineux's lawyers declined
vesterday to make known the name of the
Brooklyn woman who they say will go on
the witness stand to-morrow, when Moll-
neux’s trial goes on, and will swear that
she saw the famous poison package mailed
at the General Post Office in this borough
on Dec. 23, 1808, and that Molineux is not
the man who mailed it. The only reason
the lawyers give for their silence is that
they do not want the woman pestered
before the time comes for her to testify.

The prosecutor in charge of the Molineux
case spent some time yesterday in point-
ing out to reporters what a bad move it
would be for Molineux's lawyers to put on
the witness stand a woman whose story, if
true, would exonerate Molineux, and who
had kept silence for almost four years,
although for a good part of that time Moli-
nevx's life was in danger. This view of the

W. M. K. Oleott, the anly one of Molineux's
lawyers who would talk at all yesterday
He said:

“I admit that it seems strange, but the
truth is that this is a very remarkable case
Waare not heing imposed on Ly this woman

her story and we are satisfied that it is true
She is a woman of the highest respecta-
bility, the wife of one policeman and the
mother of another, and it seems that she
told other people of her experience early
in the first trial, so that any attempt to
show that her story is a recent invention
can be easily refuted. I have gone to the
extent of learning from her where she sont
the package that she was to mail that after-
noon, when she stood <o long in line and
saw the poison package mailed.  She said
it went to her sister in Wisconsin Wo
learned from the postmaster of the place
where the sister lives that on the date men-
tioned this woman's sister did receive a
package

“That seems pretty gond evidence to
us that she is reliable. We will certainly
put her on the witness stand and let her
tell her story. She save that <he kpnows
the man who did mail the package and
if that man i8 in court she will have an
opportunity to pick him out
asked her why she was &0 long in telling
her story she said that during the first
trial she went twice to court for that very
purpose. The first time she went to see
if Molineux was the man who mailed the
package. She saw that he
that same day she saw the man in court
who had mailed the package. Friends
advised her not to get mixed up in the case
at all

“She went home undecided what 1o do
She didu't want to be the one to point
out a man who might be convicted of mur-
der and sent to his death, and she didn't
like to see an innocent man suffer. The
second time she went to court it was with
the determination to see that justice was

defence to put in a case they did not make

“After his conviction she called on coune
sel and told her story and they have been
holding her to testify ever since "

Mr. Oleott said that the objiect of the
defence in not putting the woman on the
stand before was to prepare the minds
of the jury for her story by showing them
that Molineux could not have written the
poison address and by showing that he
did not go to thae Post Office in this city
on Deec. 23, 1808, Having accomplished
that, Mr. Olcott said, they wers now ready
to put on their star witness,

Another witness for the prosecution
who has suddenly come forward after
four vears of silence is John F. Hopkins
of Newark. Hopkins tells a weird tale
of having worked as a private detective
in a Newark drug store and of a man with
a reddish beard having bought a bottle
of bromo seltzer from him in 1808, This
xame man, he says, he saw later coming
out of Hartdegen's jewelry #tore in Newark,
which is the place where the bottle holder
was bought

Miss Miller of Hartdegen's says that the
man who bought the bottle holder had a
reddish beard and the new witness's de-
scription of the man who bought bromo
seltzer from him tallies exactly with the
one Miss Miller haa given of the man who
bought the bottle holder from her. Miss
Miller's description has been printed hun-
dreds of times in the newspapers,

Molineux spent a quiet day in the Tombs
vosterday. He is confident that he will
be aecquitted. His father and mother
saw him vyesterday. They are confident
that he Ml{mmn be a free man. Molineux's
lawyers are unanimously of the opinion
that he will be released within a short time
after his case is presented to the jury.

For many years, while he was president
of the Broadway Bank, Mr. Palmer hoeld a
majority of the stock, but he disposed of
his holdings, when he gave up the proesi-
dency, to a syndicate headed by{Charles W,
Morse.  What he did with the money de-
rived from this sale nobody seemed to
know yesterday. Mr. Palmer had a way
of keeping his business affairs to himself
Hix nearest relatives are some grandniccees,
All of these are without extensive means
except Mrs, 8. D. Rockwell, who lives with

! her husband at 10 West Savent v-first st oot

in a house which Mr, Palmer gave to her
Mrs. Rockwell was Mr. Palmer's favorite
grandniece.  Until her first marriage to
J. Miller Crampton she lived with Mr
Paliner and was practically his adopted
daughter

Until her second marriage, three vears
ago, Mrs. Rockwell was looked upon as
the old man's heir. According to Mr
Palmer he did not know that his grand-
nirce had married a second time until about
a year ago. He had always been strongly
opposed to second marriages, and he an-
nounced in interviews then how badly he
felt. He declared that his grandniece had
deliberately deceived him and intimated
that he would cut her off, He said then
“1 generally keep my will up to date.”
The story of Mr, Rockwell and his wife
r--runling their marriage was that the
old man had been informed of it long he-
fore, although they had kept it from him
for a while on account of his opposition
to second marriages

One of the members of the Rockwell
family said yestorday that the banker
had never receded from the stand he took
then and from that time until his death
he never saw Mrs. Rockwell, nor had any-
thing to do with her. Last March Mrs,
Rockwell brought suit for 2,000 shares of
Broadway bank stock, worth $780,000,
Mrs. Rockwell said that Mr. Palmer had
iven her the stock, but that he had kept
it in his possession and had paid her the
dividends on it, but n!nr]n'l paying when
he announced that she had deceived him
Mrs. Rockwell lost the suit

One of the few close friends the banker had
sald yesterday that he had never allowed
any one to know the contents of his will
Consequently no one  has ever Kknown
whether or not he has cut off Mrs. Rock-
well, It was also said that the old man
had never hqd anything to do *vith the
other grandnieces and despite their cir-
cumstances had refused to help them to any
extent. These relatives do not belivve
that he has left them any part of his for-
tune. Neither does Mrs. Rockwell. Mr,
Palmer in the last few years of his life has
lived practically the life of a recluse and
outside of the persons he met on his visits
to the bank he never saw any one, save
his housekeeper and his doctor,
